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This species differs from C, mmakaniis in the dull black colour, 
the convex bead with a more deeply notched clypeus, the hind 
part without the transverse ridge or central tubercle, different 
form of the elytra, with the costae almost obsolete, smooth and 
marked with a few fine round punctures, the interstices being 
filled in with aciculated punctures, which form more or less dis¬ 
tinct longitudinal lines being posteriorly united together. The 
maxillae have the inner lobe forming an obtuse tooth; the apical 
lobe is formed of two teeth, the outer one short and obtuse, the 
inner one longer and more acute. The mentum is oblong-quadrate, 
the sides slightly emarginate and impressed for the labial palpi, 
the anterior margin with a deep semicircular impression.

This new species agrees with C. glabratus in its convex form, 
glossy surface, shape of pronotum and two subsutural striae on 
each elytron, but differs from it in the transverse ridge between 
the eyes and in the middle of the disc of the elytra not being 
striated, also in the elytra being gradually narrowed and not 
with the sides parallel, giving a more obconical form to the insect. 

The type of C. glabratus in the Hopeian museum is from Gambia, 
but there are two females from Port Natal in this museum with 
the elytra somewhat more convex and more sulcated than in the type. 

From C, Brou it is abundantly distinct by its much more convex 
form, larger prothorax, elytra not parallel nor subdepressed, much 
more glabrous and in not having the disc of the elytra longitudi¬ 
nally carinated nor sulcated.
